IlV A CLOSE SHAVE 


A P h a n t o m T h a t H im M*<t» L i t t l e Prog* 
r *t i I n T h o us a n d * o f Tear*. 
W e are aeked to believe in ghost« l« e 
cause in ev t> .*ge there hav e been ghost 
stories. 
But w ould it not be m ore nat­ 
ural to sup p ose tlmt in ev ery age the hu 
m an m ind has been subject to abcrra 
tions. and th a t som e sp ecific w eakness 01 
irregularity of the m ental constitution 
01 
of the p hysical organ, the brain , on which 
all thinking, so far as w e are aw are, de 
jiemls, lias p robably giver» rise to thif 
p articular class of hallucinations? 
W e cannot p retend as yet to know th* 
m ind thoroughly in health and disease, 
but this we do know , th a t th e re are thou­ 
sands and m illions of p ersons w hose Ut «s 
are nev er in trud ed on by ghosta and 
who know al>sohitely no th in g of “ > cult 
p lienornena 
A ccording to a rev erend 
g entlem an « figure« , only one w om an in 
tw elv e and one m an in ten has had any 
"o ccult” exj» eriencoa. 
Now. w hat we 
should like v ery m uch to hav e w ould In’ 
a furth e r analysis of these figures show 
irig the p ercentage of tlighty or o th e r­ 
wise ill balanced m inds am ong the *‘oc- 
c ult” and the "nonoccult" (if we m ay so 
ap p ly th e w >rds) classes resp ectiv ely. 
O ur own exp erience w ould lead us to 
believe tlm t the p rop ortion w ould lie 
vastly larg er in the form er class th an in 
the latter. 
W ho has n o t know n m any 
exam p les of the trem ulous, nerv ous, hy­ 
p ersensitiv e, w onder lov ing, hysterical 
or eeinihysterical typ e of constitution 
am ong the devoteea-of ghost lore? 
A nd 
IX ouch ex: tup les occur, as we believe 
they m ust, to the m ind of ev ery one, is 
it not a t least a p robable inference th at 
"occultism ” in its v arious p hases him 
som ething to do w ith th at kind of mind? 
T he ghost m ay be v ery ancient, but we 
do not believ e in him th e m ore. 
The 
trouble abo ut him is th a t lie has m ade 
no p rogress since the earliest tim es. 
In 
fact, on the w hole, he has fallen back. 
Wo should not be disjHised to talk of the 
"lev itatio n ” of E lijah ourselv es had not 
the Rev. Mr. H aw eis used the term be- 
fore us. 
B ut if. follow ing th e rev erend 
gentlem an's lead, we consider the p rop h­ 
et’s alleged tran slatio n in th a t light, 
surely it w as a m ost successful feat in 
“lev itation," and a little ahead of any­ 
thing th e m odern w orld can show. 
A nd, sp eaking generally, the ap p ari­ 
tions and visions and oth er sp iritual or 
occult p henom ena of ancient tim es had 
m ore "bo d y” to th em th an those of our 
ow n day. 
If therefore the ghost has 
m ade no p rogress in th e course of three 
or four thousand years, if he is jus t as 
un in struc tiv e and inconsequent a p he­ 
nom enon uow as he w as w hen we first 
encountered him , if n o t a little m ore so, 
we m ay p erhap s bo p ardoned for th in k­ 
ing th a t lie m ay be safely an d fairly ig­ 
nored by p eop le w ho hav e an av erage 
am ount of business to atte n d to .—Pop ­ 
ular Science M onthly.
